New power plant, located in the Norwegian province of 
South Trondelag, was officially opened on Sept. 26 by Norwe¬ 
gian Prime Minister Einar Gerhardsen. At the same time, 
Swedish Premier Tage Erlander pushed a button to connect 
the plant with the national power grid in Sweden. The Nea 
plant:, which will export half of its output to the Swedish capi¬ 
tal of Stockholm, is the first major power link between the two 
nations. The dedication ceremony took place in the plant’s 
master control room, blasted over 3,500 feet into the moun¬ 
tain, with a solid rock ceiling of 750 feet. Artificial lighting 
simulates daylight and real plants grow’ outside the windows.

Power Line Sweden-West Germany 
Being Considered 

A 380,000-volt power line between the city of Halsingborg 
in southern Sweden and Hamburg in West Germany figures 
prominently in tentative plans for Scandinavian-German co¬ 
operation in the field of energy. 

A secial committee has been setj 
up to explore the matter, aided by 
five subcommittees of power ex¬ 
perts. The power systems in Scan¬ 
dinavia have already been connect¬ 
ed, and Sweden is able to exchange 
power with Denmark, Finlnd and 
Norway. International co-opera¬ 
tion in this field is being expanded, 
since the power supply within 
areas that are able to co-operate
